"OFFICIAL" TIME 


FOR THE RELAY RACE 


A Journal Correspondent Points Out 


Some 
Obvious Errors and 
Desires 


to Have Them Corrected 


Editor Journal: 
The official time 


of the relay race last Sunday as pub- 
lished in the San Francisco and Heno 
papers Is so unfair and erroneous that 
in justice to the Reno riders a protest 
should be made and the" errors as for 
as possible corrected. 


It is very poor encouragement for 


our boys to make an effort for good 
time and then have the official time 
given from ten to twenty second slow- 
er than was made, while the opposing 
team is given either correct time or 
even, faster than true time. 


Perhaps It will now be In order 
to 


show a few very apparent erroi s In the 
official time of tthese riders as an- 
ment of the Reno riders. 
The third 


relay was ridden by Art Peckham for 
Reno and Bergner for Oakland. 
The 


official time of 
these 
rides as an- 


nounced at the track and published 
in Reno and San Francisco papers 
was 12-58 for Peckham and 13:16 for 
Bergnor, a difference of only 18 sec- 
onds in favor of Peckham. 
As Peck*, 


ham gained more than a quarter of a 
mile on 
his man this official 
time, 


showing- a gam of only 18 seconds; 
seems very peculiar and especially so 
when his unofficial time taken for the 
same relay was 12:36. 
The distance 


gained shows very plainly that 
the 


official 
time was wrong. 
Peckham's 


first mile was ridden In 2:16, but the 
official time made It 2-21. 


Another proof of the errors of 
thr- 


official time is the total time made 
by the riders up to the time Hatt made 
the lead of the Reno riders one mile. 
This test proves that either the Reno 
riders rode faster 
than the 
official 


time or the Oakland riders slower, or 
perhaps both. 


Another conundrum developed in the 


race was that a man can ride nearly 
twice the distance in 34 seconds go- 
Ing at the rate of five miles in 13.0 
than another man can in 3G seconds

The two propositions seem to be dia- 


metncaliy opposed to each other, and if so, one of them 
must cei talnly be unsound The contraiy of this view can 
only be maintained upon the optomlstlc theoiy that ev- 
erything v,hich hcxppe-ns is foi the best 


We should all of us indulge the hope that -svhatevei 


there is of piospeiity in the present business situation will 
be retained as long as- possible but nothing Is to be gained 
by arguing blindly that the substantial business interests 
of the countiy aie not concerned in the ups and downs 
of Wall Street 
It is peifectly well kno\sn that a \ety 


•consirtetable pait of the speculation caiued on there is 
hy men \\lio aie engaged In some line of legitimate busi- 
ness 
In iact it is the legitimate business of the country 


that fuinlsh.es the money foi speculathe pui poses, for 
mei e speculation in tt&elf can pioduce nothing in the way 
of substantial \\ealth 


The mei chant 01 the manufacture; 01 the raihoad mag- 


nate havlnf, some money \\hiicb he can spate foi a tune 
makes a plunge \\ith it in Wai Stieet 
If the nuuket goes 


.against him md he lo&es, it Injutes him In his jegulai bus- 
iness, moie 01 less acordmg to the extent of his losses 
So iC a banket loses on the loans he has made to a specula- 
tor, 
e\en though he may vseathei the stoim it ciipples

In tiuth ris business is conducted in this countiy, laige- 


iy rn the basis of ctedit, the evil effects of a Wall Street 
slurm cannot possibly be confined to the stock exchange it- 
selt 
B\en if the speculalois on the stieet could be put in- 


to i i lass bj themseUes they would still be connected 
%\ith the substantial business interests of the country 
through the medium of the banks \vhlch ate the cieditots 
of all classes 
When a Wall Street speculatoi fails for a 


million clolais some bank is cei tarn to lose 
It may 


easily be that some banking institutions \\ill be fotced to 
the -nail and hundreds of depositois injured, or perhaps, 
ruined. The faillure of one bank often leads to the failure 
of othets \\lth the most tar -reaching and disasterous ef- 
fects. 


It may well be that the recent trouble on the Ne-ft York 


stock exchange will not be followed by disaster ous conse- 
quences on a large scale. All well v, ishers of the country 
will surely hope so, but any talk of such a crash strength- 
ening the business situation is the M>,iiest twaddle It is 
bound to cieate some distrust in the stability of the fin- 
ancial situation And the distrust is not going to be re- 
moved by senseless talk about "squeezing out water," but 
rather increased, for who can tell -\\hen the "\satei has all 
teen "squeezed out "

The claim was. that all this was paternal- 
ism, 
and that the -farmers were looking for special favors 


and that everything of thug kind -was contrary to the 
spirit of the constitution and the law. 


"But it is different when the government goes to the as- 


sistance of the banks. There is today in banks of the 
country more than a hundred and fifty millions of dollars 
belonging to the people nor is the government getting 
one cent of interest, or re-v enue of any kind whatever. 


The people have been compelled to pay into the United 


States treasury millions upon millions of dollars Those in 
charge of those millions make a. present of its use to the 
bankers in our large cities and the bankers loan it back to 
its real owners at fancy rates of interest. This is -nhat

national bank more than seven millions in bank notes 
for which the government received no benefit an upon
